 (B) A PERSON MAY NOT TRANSFER THE TITLE OF ANY SINGLE–FAMILY 2 

RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY UNTIL ANY OUTSTANDING BILL FOR WATER OR 3 

SEWER USAGE CHARGES, ANY LATE PAYMENT PENALTY CHARGES AUTHORIZED 4 

BY LAW, AND ANY COSTS INCURRED IN SHUTTING OFF AND RESTORING THE 5
